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Daytime bus shooting ‘scary’ 


16 -year-old charged. 

Teen fight leads to 
gunfire on transit: Police

A daytime shooting on a Met¬ 
ro Transit bus in Dartmouth 
is being called both “brazen” 
and “concerning” by police. 

Just before 1 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day, Halifax Regional Police 
were called to Pinecrest Drive 
in Dartmouth after a report of 
shots being fired on the No. 
72 Portland Hills bus. 

“It’s extremely concern¬ 
ing,” said police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages. 
“You’re talking about an act 
that was very brazen ... in 
broad daylight, on a travelling 
bus. There were four (other) 
passengers on board but there 
could have easily been more 
than that.” 

Police say three teenagers 


Caught on camera 


“If you commit a crime 
on board transit or at 
one of its terminals, 
you will be caught on 
camera.” 

HRM spokesperson Michaelyn Thompson 


on the bus got into a verbal 
dispute and started fighting. 
The bus pulled over in the 100 
block of Pinecrest Drive and 
one of the teens began shoot¬ 
ing. No one was hurt. 

All three teens got off the 
bus and ran away, police say. 

Nalcita Nicholas lives on 
Pinecrest Drive and said it 
was “scary” that something 
like this could happen on a 
bus. 

“I feel kind of sketchy,” 
Nicholas said. 

A 16-year-old male was 
taken into custody at a Dart¬ 
mouth home around 4:30 
p.m., and by late Thursday 
evening police alleged he was 
the shooter and charged him 
with various firearm offences. 

He is scheduled to appear 
in Halifax youth court on Fri¬ 
day. 

Police are still looking to 
track down the other two in¬ 
dividuals. They are described 
as a white male youth and a 
black female youth, both aged 
16 to 17. 

Bourdages said the suspect 
was taken into custody after 
reviewing the camera tape 
on-board the bus. 

“That’s the great thing 
about Metro Transit ... eveiy 
bus is equipped with very- 
high-quality video, inside and 
out,” Bourdages said. 

“Reviewing these will be 
invaluable in actually deter¬ 
mining what happened.”

RAM 
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Strong 
winds. Major 
snowstorm 
slated for 
weekend 


A major winter storm is 
expected to hit Nova Scotia 
starting overnight on Friday, 
bringing strong winds and 
about 30 centimetres of 
snow to the region when all 
is said and done. 

Paula Sutherland, En¬ 
vironment Canada meteorol¬ 
ogist, said on Thursday that 
HRM should see anywhere 
between 25 and 30 centi¬ 
metres of snow, which is the 
high range for the province. 

“It looks like it will inten¬ 
sify as it tracks towards the 
Maritimes,” Sutherland said. 

She said the storm 
should track along the 
United States coast and 
combine with a system 
over the Great Lakes before 
hitting western parts of the 
province. 

The storm is expected 
to then spread to the east 
of Nova Scotia throughout 
Saturday before moving on 
to Newfoundland. 

On Thursday afternoon, 
Environment Canada issued 
a winter storm watch for 
the province, with some 
areas possibly exceeding 
30 centimetres. They also 
warn of potential periods of 
ice pellets or freezing rain 
along the eastern Atlantic 
coast. 

Sutherland said strong, 
northeast winds are also 
expected to cause blowing 
snow. 

Michaelyn Thompson, 
spokesperson for HRM, said 
the city’s winter operations 
group will meet Friday 
morning to make a plan of 
action based on what type of 
snow will fall and when to 
begin icing. 

“It does look like it’s 
going to be severe weather,” 
Thompson said. 

She said if families want 
to make an emergency plan 
there is information on the 
HRM website.

Province recharges 
BlackBerry facility 
with $10M investment

The province has recharged 
BlackBeny’s Bedford facility 
with a $ 10-million investment 
over five years following a 
“difficult year” for the tech 
giants, a company spokesman 
said Thursday. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said the province will invest 
$2 million a year for five years.

for Canada, said in turn, the 
company will employ at least 
400 people. MacLeod would 
not say how many people cur¬ 
rently work at the facility, cit¬ 
ing company policy. 

BlackBerry will also invest 
$4 million a year to purchase 
new equipment, hardware 
and software and to conduct 
research and development. 

Dexter said he approached 
BlackBerry about potential 
support for the company 
last summer after it cut 95 
employees. The layoffs were 
part of a global reduction of 


5,000 workers. 

“If we wanted to have 
them here in Nova Scotia, 
the simple fact of the matter 
is that we’re competing with 
other jurisdictions,” said Dex¬ 
ter. 

MacLeod said shutting 
down the Bedford operation 
was considered. 

“All options were on the 
table,” said MacLeod at a press 
conference in Hammond 
Plains, near BlackBerry’s Bed¬ 
ford office. “We are in an in¬ 
credibly competitive, dynam¬ 
ic environment. 


“Due to the intervention 
of Premier Dexter, we were 
able to have this exciting an¬ 
nouncement today.” 

Robert Bruce, a technical 
lead analyst for BlackBerry, 
said the past year has been a 
stressful time for employees 
at the Bedford facility. 

“When you read stuff in 
the media all the time about 
the company you work for, 
you start to worry about your 
family and things like that,” 
said Bruce. “I was worried 
just like everyone else was. 
All you could do really was 
come to work and hope we 
got through it. 

“Now the mood has totally 
swung around.” 

When BlackBerry — then 
Research In Motion — opened 
the facility in 2008, it said it 
would create 1,200 high-tech 
jobs.

Guilty plea possibly 
coming in case 


Nova Scotia’s Public Prosecu¬ 
tion Service says there is “an 
indication” that a man accused 
of killing a Halifax sex worker 
will plead guilty in the case. 

The Public Prosecution 
Service says 38-year-old Ste¬ 
ven Elliot Laffin, charged with 
second-degree murder, is ex¬ 
pected to be in court on Feb. 
21 to set a date for sentencing. 

Nadine Taylor, 29, dis¬ 
appeared in July 2010, but her 
body was never found. 

In October, Laffin pleaded 
guilty to charges including 
aggravated assault, kidnap¬ 
ping and unlawful confine¬ 
ment against another sex- 
trade worker. 



Those charges stem from an 
incident in August 2010, when a 
woman, who cannot be named 
due to a publication ban, es¬ 
caped from the trunk of a mov¬

N.S. gas prices product 
of speculators, shortfall 


Pump pain. Industry 
pundit says Canadian 
refineries need access 
to competitively priced 
product, or prices will

One petroleum industry 
watchdog says speculators 
get some of the blame for re¬ 
cent jumps in gas prices, but 
Nova Scotians will keep pay¬ 
ing more if Canada’s refining 


capacity doesn’t improve. 

“Whatever happens in 
North America with crude, 
we have to come back to sim¬ 
ple fundamentals,” said oil 
and gas blogger and pundit 
Dan McTeague on Thursday. 
“We don’t produce enough 
gasoline in this country.” 

Nova Scotia’s regulated 
gas prices have climbed 
steadily for the last three 
weeks despite falling de¬ 
mand and healthy inventory 
supply. 

Last year, speculation 
about a summer fuel short¬ 
age drove a four-month ris¬ 
ing trend, but McTeague said 
that’s not the case this time. 

“I think the market is mis-

reading the good economic 
news out of the U.S.. I think 
it’s very premature and ex¬ 
cessive,” said McTeague. “My 
sense is that this is what 
you’re going to see for the 
foreseeable future, up and 
down by five cents a litre.” 

McTeague said that, be¬ 
cause of a shortfall in domes¬ 
tic product, Canadians are 
forced to rely on imports, 


which are heavily influenced 
by speculators and cost six 
to 10 cents a litre more than 
the speculated price. 

McTeague said it’s time 
for the federal government 
to “put both oars in the 
water” on TransCanada’s 
East Coast pipeline, saying 
it could solve a multitude of 
problems currently driving 
prices up. 

“We have the tale of two 
cities in Canada,” said the 
former MP. “The East Coast 
can’t get access to an afford¬ 
able product and it’s pre¬ 
pared to close refineries, and 
the West can’t get its product 
to market and is prepared to 
scale back.”

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City may lose $5M in deposit-refund plan 


Change. Tinkering with 
provincial program 
could cost HRM millions 
over next five years 


HRM’s deputy mayor isn’t 
happy about a new business 
plan for the provincial de- 
posit-refund program on bev¬ 
erage containers that would 
strip at least 30 per cent of the 
revenues from city coffers. 


“They’re grasping for oxy¬ 
gen ... (it’s) absolute idiocy,” 
said Coun. Reg Rankin dur¬ 
ing the city’s environment 
and sustainability standing 
committee meeting Thurs¬ 
day. 

The board of the Resource 
Recovery Fund Board has ap¬ 
proved a business plan in re¬ 
sponse to a report showing 
expenses would exceed rev¬ 
enues by 2016. 

HRM’s share of the pro¬ 
gram revenues would fall by 


at least $1 million a year. 

“It’s a five-year agreement, 
so that’s $5 million that HRM 
would no longer receive,” sol¬ 
id-waste resources manager 
Gord Helm told the commit¬ 
tee. “That’s based on 2011- 
12 numbers, they could get 
worse ... as costs go up.” 

Helm said HRM has pro¬ 
posed cutting the consumer 
deposit to five cents from 10, 
and letting municipalities, 
instead of enviro depots, han¬ 
dle the recycling. 


“As opposed to increasing 
the deposit to support the 
system that’s redundant and 
broken, we’re suggesting ... 
we can do it with the existing 
system that exists across all 
municipalities for less,” said 
Helm. 

HRM would make about 
$3 million a year under the 
new scenario. 

Rankin said it’s “bad 
policy” for municipalities to 
be forced to compete with a 
provincial program. 



“Let’s do something for 
the consumer, get it down to 
five cents, let’s get the stuff 
into our system,” he said. 
“That’s more money for Re¬ 
source Recovery to give back 
to us, rather than compete in 
a small province, it’s just bad 
economics.” 

The committee is recom¬ 
mending writing to the prov¬ 
incial environment minister 
asking him to consider chan¬ 
ges to the program.

Concrete, cement added 
to mix. Wood-first policy 
shelved after "divisive’ 
industry responses 


There will be no official wood- 
first policy in HRM. 

The city’s environmental 
and sustainability standing 
committee accepted a staff 
recommendation Thursday to 
“not make a further policy rec¬ 
ommendation” on the issue. 

The Atlantic Wood Works 
group, a program of the Mari¬ 
time Lumber Bureau, had 
asked HRM to implement a 
policy that would consider 
wood first as a primary con¬ 
struction material in future 
HRM construction projects. 

The request prompted an 
immediate response from the 
concrete and cement indus¬ 
tries, which staff were asked to 
review. 

The ensuing report called 
the industry responses “div¬ 
isive,” and the discussion “not 
constructive.” 

Earlier this year Nancy Con¬ 
rad, senior vice-president of 
the Halifax Chamber of Com-

CSIS made no 
attempt to talk to 

spy, says lawyer 


Decision day. 
Jeffrey Delisle to be 
sentenced Friday 


Canadian intelligence of¬ 
ficials made no attempt to 
get more information from 
a navy spy who confessed to 
selling military secrets to Rus¬ 
sia for years, said his lawyer 
on the eve of sentencing for 
Sub-Lt. Jeffrey Paul Delisle. 

Mike Taylor said he was 
taken aback that no one from 
the Canadian Security Intelli¬ 
gence Service and other agen¬ 
cies expressed any interest in 
talking to Delisle, who plead¬ 
ed guilty to funnelling classi¬ 
fied data to Russian agents. 

“I do find it surprising,” 
Taylor said Thursday. “It just 
seems like a common sense 
perspective.” 

Delisle, a 41-year-old 
from Bedford, pleaded guilty 
last October to one count of 
breach of trust and two char¬ 
ges of passing information 


to a foreign entity that could 
harm Canada’s interests. 

Taylor said Delisle was 
interviewed only once by 
the RCMP in January 2012, 
when the navy officer con¬ 
fessed and described how he 
routinely smuggled sensitive 
information out of the se¬ 
cure military facilities where 
he worked and passed it on 
to the Russians through a 
shared email account. 

After that, he says there 
were no overtures from CSIS, 
the Communications Secur¬ 
ity Establishment or National 
Defence to interview Delisle 
as he awaited trial. 

Officials at National De¬ 
fence refused to address the 
issue, only saying in an email 
Thursday: “We cannot com¬ 
ment on the substance of the 
investigation until the case 
has been concluded.” 

The issue of how much 
damage Delisle did is ex¬ 
pected to be a key question 
for provincial court Judge Pat¬ 
rick Curran in his sentence,

Both the Crown and defence 
have agreed to a fine of 
$111,817, which was based 
on the amount of money 
Delisle collected from his Rus¬ 
sian bosses over the years. 


which is the first one to be 
handed down under the Se¬ 
curity of Information Act. 

Crown attorney Lyne 
Decarie argued over a two- 
day sentencing hearing that 
Delisle did irrevocable and 
severe damage to Canada’s 
position in the international 
intelligence-sharing network. 

She asked for a sentence of 
at least 20 years for communi¬ 
cating information to a foreign 
entity, and five years for the 
breach-of-trust charge. They 
would be served concurrently. 

The defence is seeking a 
sentence of about nine to 10 
years for all of the offences.

Domestic violence? 

Controversial, outspoken 
senator kicked out of 
Tory caucus amid reports 
he was arrested 


Conservative Sen. Patrick 
Brazeau was turfed from his 
party’s caucus and believed to 
be behind bars Thursday after 
a 911 call summoned police to 
his home to investigate a com¬ 
plaint of domestic violence. 

Brazeau, long a promin¬ 
ent and polarizing figure both 
within Canada’s aboriginal 
community and beyond, was 
swiftly removed from the 
Conservative caucus after 
police arrived at his home in 
Gatineau, Que., around 9 a.m. 

About three hours later — 
with Brazeau believed to be 
in custody, a red police tape 
cordon around his house and 
a cruiser parked in the drive¬ 
way — a letter was circulated 
among caucus that he was no 
longer a member. 

“It’s known that in light of 
the serious events that have 
been reported today, I have re¬ 



moved Sen. Brazeau from the 
Conservative caucus,” Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper told 
the Commons. 

“Our understanding is that 
these are matters of a person¬ 
al nature rather than Senate 
business, but they are very 
serious and we expect they 
will be dealt with through the 
courts.” 

House Leader Peter Van 
Loan later confirmed in the 
House that Brazeau’s depar¬ 
ture was directly linked to re¬ 
ports of a domestic incident. 

Brazeau, however, has 
been a thorn in the Conserva¬ 


tive caucus’ side for months, 
most recently over allega¬ 
tions that he was using other 
people’s addresses in order to 
qualify for a Senate housing 
allowance and an aboriginal 
tax exemption. 

Police described Brazeau’s 
house as a crime scene, al¬ 
though they refused to con¬ 
firm it was indeed the senator 
who was in custody, saying 
only that a man was arrested 
at the Gatineau address after 
a call to 911. 

By the dinner hour Thurs¬ 
day, no charges had been 
formally laid. Police said 
they would keep the suspect 
in custody pending a possible 
court appearance Friday mor¬ 
ning. 

“There’s no charge right 
now at the moment, but we 
will continue our investiga¬ 
tion,” said Gatineau police 
spokesman Pierre Lanthier. 

Lanthier would not com¬ 
ment on the condition of the 
victim. 

Brazeau’s office said Thurs¬ 
day that he would remain in 
the Senate as independent. 

Were he to face charges, 
Brazeau would be placed on

leave from the Senate, and 
though he could still attend 
sessions, his access to bene¬ 
fits would be curtailed. He 
would only be suspended if 
convicted of an indictable of¬ 


fence. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair 
said he hoped the Senate scru¬ 
tinizes those rules if it ever 
comes time to apply them.

There was a surreal moment 
in outer space Thursday, as the 
man who played Captain James 
T. Kirk chatted with a real-life 
astronaut aboard the Inter¬ 
national Space Station. 

William Shatner, the Can- 
adian-bom actor of Star Trek 
fame, spoke for a few minutes 
with Chris Hadfield, who is cur¬ 
rently on a five-month space 
voyage. 

The actor asked serious ques¬ 
tions about Hadfield’s hopes for 
space travel, as well as his fears, 
and the emotions he felt as he 
stared out from beyond Earth. 
They also exchanged a few 
jokes. Shatner quipped that if 
he flopped while performing, 


the worst thing that could hap¬ 
pen is he might sweat a little 
bit. “In your case,” he told Had¬ 
field, “you bum up.” 

He also asked Hadfield how 
he felt, being away from his 
home planet for so long. That 
prompted a philosophical reply 
from the astronaut about how 
far humanity has come since 
the original Star Trek era. 

Hadfield responded that 
in the 1960s, having a phone 
chat with someone in outer 
space was the stuff of science 
fiction. Today, Hadfield said, 
it’s a reality, and it helps make 
astronauts feel more closely 
connected to loved ones back

Canada first on the list 
to meet with America's 
new secretary of state 


John Baird will be the first 
foreign minister to sit down 
with America’s newest secre¬ 
tary of state on Friday when 
he meets with John Kerry at 
the U.S. State Department to 
discuss an array of bilateral 
and international issues. 

The two men will “discuss 
ways to deepen co-operation 
in the extensive Canada-U.S. 
relationship,” including ef¬ 
forts to streamline trade and 
travel at the border, depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland said Thursday. 

Kerry, who was officially 
sworn in on Wednesday, in¬ 
sisted that he meet first with 
Canada’s foreign minister. 

“The secretary felt very 
strongly that our Canadian 
neighbour and ally should 
come first,” Nuland said. 

In a statement, Baird said he 
was looking forward to work¬ 
ing with Kerry “to find new

3 arrested for

U.S. Boy Scouts given 14 weeks 
before vote to ease ban on gays 


The Boy Scouts of America will 
be the focus of prayers, peti¬ 
tions and pressure tactics for 
the next 14 weeks as advocates 
on both sides of the U.S. cultur¬ 
al divide aim at swaying a vote 
on easing the ban on gays as 
Scouts or adult leaders. 

After a campaign that prom¬ 
ises to be as passionate and 
dramatic as any big election, 
a decision will be made the 
week of May 20 by the roughly 
1,400 voting members of the 
BSA’s National Council. The 
policy was supposed to be set¬ 
tled Wednesday by the Scouts’ 


70-member national executive 
board, but board members said 
the issue is so complex, the or¬ 
ganization needed more time 
to study it. 

Gay-rights groups say the 
plan is inadequate, and that 
no units should be allowed to 
discriminate. Some conserva¬ 
tive religious leaders and ad¬ 
vocacy groups want the ban 
to stay in place nationwide. 

Both sides are girding for 
intensive lobbying between 
now and late May, hoping to 
influence the outcome. 

“Keep the pressure on,” was 


the message Thursday from the 
Gay & Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation to its supporters. 

The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, a major gay-rights 
group, said it will caution the 
BSA’s corporate donors that 
they would lose points in an 
annual “equality index” if 
they continued to support the 
Scouts as long as any units 
were allowed to exclude gays. 

Similar campaigns were 
being waged by conservative 
groups seeking to keep the 
ban in place.

While most of the countiy is 
feeling economically crunched, 
with fewer job opportunities 
and budgets blanketed in red, 
Saskatchewan is booming. 

It’s a boom that could help 
protect the country against a 
shaky global economy 

“We have what the world 
wants right now, not just with 
respect to natural resources, 
but also in terms of agricul¬ 
ture,” said Premier Brad Wall. 

Wall highlights a 7.7 per 
cent growth in exports — the 
highest rate of growth in the 
country between November 
2011 and November 2012 — 
saying the province is blessed 
to rely on multiple resources 
rather than just one. Currently, 
Saskatchewan is a major pro¬ 
ducer of potash, uranium, oil 
and natural gas, and is a world 
leader in pulse crops. 

In late 2012 the Conference 
Board of Canada reported that 
Saskatchewan is poised to have 
the fastest-growing economy 
in 2013 and 2014, which boils 
down to two things: more 
money and more jobs. 

“It’s a great quality of life 
here,” said Wall. “When you 
take a look at the rest of the 
country, it’s very competitive 
from a cost-of-living stand¬ 
point, and there are jobs here 
that we can offer and jobs that 
are available right now.” 

With growth comes grow¬ 
ing pains — which Wall said 
his government is working 
on keeping to a minimum by 
way of major investments in 
infrastructure and appropriate 
tax exemptions. 

Perhaps most important is 
that the boom is nowhere near 
slowing down. 

“It’s continuing.... That’s 
the first thing other Canadians 
should know: that this is real 
what’s happening here in 
Saskatchewan,” said Wall.

Investor activism 


Apple sued over 
cash stockpiling 

With its annual meeting 
looming and its stock on 
the decline, Apple is facing 
a rebellion from an activist 
investor who wants the 
company to stop stock¬ 
piling cash and give it to 
shareholders instead. 

Greenlight Capital said 
it is suing Apple over the 
company’s proposal to 
eliminate preferred stock. 
David Einhorn, who heads 
the investment fund, said 
the proposal would close 
down one avenue for Apple 
to reward shareholders 
with more cash. 

Apple is still the world’s 
most valuable company, 
but its stock has lost 35 
per cent of its value since 
September, as it’s become 
obvious that its once-rapid 
growth has slowed down.

Central banking. At U.K. 
confirmation hearing, 
incoming BoE governor 
puts rumours to rest 


Mark Carney wanted to make 
one thing perfectly clear Thurs¬ 
day before submitting to his un¬ 
official, and ultimately success¬ 
ful, job interview for governor 
of the Bank of England — “I do 
not have political ambitions.” 

The proof, Carney said, is 
in his choice of taking on the 
extremely challenging post as 
England’s top banker. 

The statement before his 
hearing in London was perhaps 
the most categorical disavowal 
of any political interest for 
now, or when he is expected to 
return to Canada in five years. 

The issue arose after it was 
revealed in December that 
Carney had been courted for 
— and in some eyes appeared 
somewhat interested in — 
the Liberal leadership, as well 
as having vacationed in the 
summer home of the Liberal 
finance critic during the sum¬ 
mer. The speculation in Canada 
is that Carney would be ready 
to jump into the political ring 



after returning from England 
in 2018. 

“I’m surprised it has been 
suggested that talcing one of 
the most challenging jobs in 
central banking in another 
countiy would be politically ad¬ 
vantageous in my home coun¬ 
try,” he told the Treasury select 
committee. 

“If I had political ambitions, 
I would have pursued them in 
Canada and so I think this is re¬ 
vealed preference. I do not have 
political ambitions.” 

In what appeared a shock¬ 
ing decision last fall, Carney 
was hand-picked by U.K. Chan-

cellor George Osborne to take 
charge of the storied, 319-year- 
old institution on July 1, the 
first foreigner to ever do so. 

The session began with 
some uncomfortable questions 
from chairman Andrew Tyrie, 
a Conservative MP, including 
why the Canadian changed his 
mind after first refusing the of¬ 
fer and whether he was worth 
his estimated $1.36 million pay 
packet, including a $390,000 
housing allowance.

‘Comedy’ a time 


Identity Thief. Even

Richard: Mark, there is sus¬ 
pension of disbelief. Then 
there’s stretching the limits of 
believability. And then there 
is Identity Thief. I don’t de¬ 
mand that my movies make 
perfect sense. Far from it. If I 
am enjoying the story I’m will¬ 
ing to overlook some leaps in 
logic. But the plot twists here 
simply don’t work. For one 
thing, I guess simply cancel¬ 
ling the stolen credit cards 
lacks comedic possibilities, 
but it would have been the 
right thing to do and it would 
have spared us this mostly un¬ 
funny “comedy.” 

Mark: Richard, this is a veiy, 


very broad comedy, and I don’t 
just mean Melissa McCarthy’s 
pants. Frankly, I found it hard 
to sit through what felt like a 
bad remake of Trains, Planes 
and Automobiles with John 
Candy in drag and assassins 
just behind. But I don’t know 
which I found more dispirit¬ 
ing — the actors trying to 
wring a few drops of laughter 
from the nonsensical yet pre¬ 
dictable script or the senti¬ 
mental relationship between 
the main characters, which 
would NEVER, EVER happen 
if ANY detail of the film were 
real. 

RC: The sickly sentimentality 
of the last half of the movie — 
he learns confidence, she gains 
a conscience — tries to human¬ 
ize two characters who don’t 
behave like humans. It would 
be like the Three Stooges un¬ 
loading onscreen about child¬ 
hood trauma. You can’t make 
us feel for these characters no 
mater how often you show Mc¬ 
Carthy crying, because there 


isn’t an ounce of authenticity 
anywhere in the film. 

MB: Correct! But what you 
might feel, as I did, is what a 
fine actor McCarthy is, even 
with this bogus material, and 
how badly you want her to be 
paired with another script of 
Bridesmaids quality. As far as 
Bateman goes, he’s Paul Rudd 
lite, but even Rudd would not 
have made a difference here. 
I knew from the early scene 
with Jon Favreau that there 
was nothing grounding this 
flick. 

RC: McCarthy’s timing is per¬ 
fect. Over dinner when she’s 
asked, “Do you know what a 
sociopath is?” She replies, “Do 
they like ribs?” Not a great 
gag but her timing sells it. 
Imagine what she might have 
done with actual jokes. 

MB: Usually in a movie like 
this one, there’s one sup¬ 
porting actor who’s rises 
above the rest of the movie. In

Countdown to Sochi. 

Weather could prove 
to be a stumbling block 
at next Winter Games 


The Sochi Olympics are a 
year away and already there 
are worries about Circassian 
Muslim unrest, transportation 
headaches and even earth¬ 
quakes. 

But the weather may be the 
biggest hurdle to overcome for 
Russia to claim a success story. 

If you thought the 2010 
Vancouver Games had issues, 
just wait. 

“In Canada, if somebody 
said, ‘Pick the least likely place 
for a Winter Games,’ I would 
have picked Vancouver and, 
in Russia, I would have picked 
Sochi,” says Environment 
Canada’s senior climatologist 
David Phillips. 

“I think we think we can 
fool Mother Nature some¬ 
times.” 

Think of Sochi as Russia’s 
Florida, festooned with palm 
trees and located on the north¬ 
eastern coast of the Black Sea, 


just a little north of Turkey 
and northeast of Greece. The 
climate is classified as sub¬ 
tropical. 

Phillips looked at data both 
for Sochi and the ski resort of 
Krasnaya Polyana and com¬ 
pared them with Vancouver 
and Whistler. 

The city will be the site 
of the “coastal cluster,” as or¬ 


ganizers have dubbed it, for 
arena-based sports, while the 
“mountain cluster” will host 
skiing, snowboarding and 
bobsledding events. Each will 
have its own Olympic village. 

“In Sochi you can enjoy 
a warm southern sea as well 
as high, snow-covered moun¬ 
tains,” organizers boast.
